Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is noted to the applicant that the proposed 
amendment although a new issue, is also indefinite. The amendment recites, "covering substantially of, and it is unclear what applicant 
is claiming. It seems that applicant may have meant to recite covering substantially ALL of, but is unclear as currently written. Also, the 
applicant has argued that the stent of Lunn does not extend the full length of the graft, however this is not claimed. What was proposed 
to be claimed is the graft covers substantially all of the stent, which Lunn's graft does cover all of the stent . 
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
